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BRITISH GOODS IN CANADA

RTISING plays a far more important part in selling in 
nada than it does in the United Kingdom. The reasons for 
will be readily understood when one considers the vast 
the territory to be covered by the retailer and the great 
ts which separate him, outside the urban areas, from his 
ts.

» Major Principles 


fe are three major principles which an advertiser in Canada, 
‘successful, should follow. His goods should be readily 
sable, they should be readily available, and his advertisements 
I be sufficiently concentrated to make sure that the potential 
psers are aware of the existence and desirability of his goods. 
application of these principles may best be illustrated by 
bing the sort of advertising campaign a manufacturer of a 
onsumable product might launch to obtain maximum sales. 
manufacturer would, of course, be convinced that there was 
ly demand for his product, but he would wish to determine 
Mtitory in which his best chances of success lay and, for the 
es of planning production, to estimate the extent of the 
ud. He would also wish to profit from the experience of 
who had marketed products of a like nature. Early in the 
ing stage he would be likely to call on the services of an 
sing agent who would be willing to undertake surveys in a 
of districts in an attempt to establish the demand for 


similar products, deficiencies in these products, faults in their 
packaging and presentation, and errors in the methods of marketing, 
together with the potential demand for the new product eliminating 
these faults. 

The packages, cartons, trade literature, point of sale displays, 
and the advertisements would be prepared, giving full attention 
to the recommendations of the surveys, and salesmen would be 
trained in preparation for their tasks. At the same time, a detailed 
plan of campaign would be formulated. 


Arousing Interest 


About three months before advertisements were planned to 
appear in the local press, salesmen would call on the wholesalers 
covering the area concerned and describe to them the outstanding 
merits of the product, and of the immediate and future advertising 
campaigns. They would not fail to illustrate how the wholesalers’ 
task would be eased by the campaigns and the extent of the demand 
which the surveys had shown to exist, and the amount of profit the 
wholesalers were likely to obtain through their sales. ‘The retailers 
would then be prepared for the forthcoming attack on the market, 
but at that stage no orders would be taken. 

The calls of the salesmen would be immediately followed by a 
confirmatory letter from the manufacturer providing samples of the 
product appropriately packed and in the cartons in which shipments 
would eventually be delivered, together with examples of the 
point-of-sale literature. About that time advertisements would 
begin to appear in the appropriate trade press. The wholesalers 
and retailers having had time to study the product, the salesmen 
would call on them again, this time to describe the interest which 
had been expressed during the course of the previous tour, and 
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to take orders 
advertisements. 
Orders from retailers would, of course, be taken in th 
the wholesaler of the retailer’s choice. The taking of ra on 
orders would, of course, be adequately emphasized to the tea ile 
and used as an argument for the placing of orders to ei — 
holding of adequate stock.

remembered. By the time the first concentrated effort is over th 
name must be known to every potential purchaser.

The salesmen would then carry out a third tour, this time to t 
opinions as to the success of the campaign and ideas for improvemeg 
on which to base the campaign in the next territory to be covere 
During the course of this tour, the salesmen would do what th 
could to ensure that, in the wholesale warehouses or showroom! 
stocks of the products were placed in a favourable position in adequat 
quantities, that in the retail stores the point-of-sale display materi 
was properly and effectively used, and that the salespeople knew thie 
product and the best means of selling it. Some manufacturers would 
at the same time instruct their advertising agents to carry out 
independent survey in the territory as a check on the salesman’ 
observations and activities, and to provide additional information {y 
future guidance. 


Breaking New Ground 


The salesmen would then concentrate on the next territory to be 
covered. Here their task would be made easier by their ability t 
point to the success achieved in the preceding territory. By this tim: 
the energy with which the campaign had been conducted might have 
come to the notice of the editors of the trade papers, who might per 
haps write an editorial on the campaign and its success, providing thd 
salesmen with yet another weapon for their sales armoury. : 

And so the campaign would progress territory by territory. Thé 
importance of confining advertising campaigns to a limited are 
cannot be over-emphasized. Canada is a vast territory with great! 
varying climate, densities of population, degrees of consumption ani 
industrialisation ; with areas in which the French language an 
French-Canadian tastes predominate ; others where English 
spoken by the majority, and so on. There is no “ National”’ pres 
each larger centre having its own newspaper or newspapers wit 
circulations of varying sizes. The magazines and periodicals enjog 
a Dominion-wide circulation, but their popularity varies in differe 
districts. It is therefore desirable to develop sales district by distri 
using techniques appropriate to the district concerned, and letti 
success in one district pay for endeavour in another. 

Dominion-wide coverage comes at a stage when almost all distri aa 
have been covered in detail. Advertising in the magazines atl 
periodicals therefore becomes profitable only at this stage. _ So als 
does radio advertising (in the case of goods readily identifiable by 
short oral description and not subject to changes in fashion), sint 
it depends for its success on the goods already being known ai dverti 
because its message is widely diffused. 


Variations to Suit the Consumer 


The illustration given above is not intended to cover the advertising 
of all types of branded consumer goods. There are many variations 
which may and should be made to suit the endeavour to the type df 
product and the volume of goods available to be marketed. Advertising & 
is pointless unless the potential purchaser, subjected to the at:

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opportunity. For example, close liaison between United Kingdom 
and Canadian advertising agents will frequently make it possible to 
effect a dollar saving of something in the order of 18 per cent. of the 
total cost by the preparation of all art work in the United Kingdom. 
There is no doubt, however, that those responsible for the prepara- 
tion of the art work in the United Kingdom must, if their work is to 
achieve success in Canada, be guided by the advice of the Canadian 
advertising agent. 

It should be remembered, however, that where a United Kingdom 
advertising agent works in conjuction with a Canadian agent to give 
effect to an advertising campaign in Canada, commissions will be 
shared between them. If either share is insufficiently large to arouse 
interest, the results of the work will show signs of lack of interest. 

It will have been observed throughout this article that emphasis 
has been placed upon the part played by the manufacturer in further- 
ing the sale of his own products. To a far greater extent than in the 
United Kingdom the manufacturer in North America assumes the 
greatest, indeed, almost the sole responsibility in creating demand for 
The attitude typified by one United Kingdom manu- 
facturer who remarked ‘“‘ I make the goods. It is up to the merchant 
to sell em ”’ is simply not understood in Canada.

Promotional Advertising 


In the field of promotional or “‘ institutional ’’ advertising on behalf 
i industries as a whole much remains to be done. Promotional 
fiey enettising_ must of course be well co-ordinated with the mer- 
uty ta handising campaigns of each individual manufacturer of the industry. 
But at the same time cases arise from time to time where something 
‘fore general than direct sales advertising is required, It may be, 
thd! example, that though a British industry leads the world in the 
ng quality and value of its products, the individual potential purchaser 
Canada does not necessarily know or accept that fact. He needs 
be told so, and enabled to recognize the superiority in value and 
uality, and a generalized campaign for that purpose is desirable. 
The advertising in Canada of goods such as mechanical equipment, 
uilder’s hardware, medical preparations, etc., which require the 
ceptance of technicians before sales can be effected, calls for very 
ifferent techniques. Here the trade publications play a more im- 
ortant part. ‘The value of direct and regular approach to those who 
ould recommend purchase of the goods in question is well understood 
h Canada, and the illustrated and descriptive brochure has been 
ghly developed. The technician is normally an exceptionally busy 
an who has much reading to do. The literature which manu- 
cturers wish him to study must therefore be unusually attractive, 
emorable and, above all, clear and concise.

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World Economic Report for 1948 


ORLD ECONOMIC REPORT, 1948, has been produced by the 

United Nations, Department of Public Information, Sales and 
Circulation Section, Lake Success, New York. Copies are obtainable 
in this country from H.M. Stationery Office, P.O. Box 569, London, 
sE.1, and branches, price 15s., by post 15s.

The Report aims to provide a comprehensive survey of the world 
eonomic situation in 1948 and to indicate major economic problems 
and prospects at the end of the year. The report reveals that economic 
conditions improved considerably in many parts of the world from 
1947 to 1948 but that economic activity has been showing a tendency 
to level off and, in a few countries, to decline since the middle of 1948 
and the early months of 1949. In addition, the far-reaching post-war 
dislocations of international trade have remained acute. ‘The urgency 
of international action to maintain full employment and to promote 
economic development is accentuated by the tendency of economic 
xtivity to level off even though the world’s supply of goods is still 
inadequate to meet the requirements of the growing world population. 

In addition to providing a comprehensive survey of the world 
economic situation in 1948, the Report compares present economic 
conditions in various areas of the world with those which prevailed 
before the war. Particular attention is drawn to certain significant 
economic trends during 1948 and the early months of 1949 which 
appear to call for national and international action. 

Part I of the Report deals with world.developments in industrial 
and agricultural production, inflationary and deflationary tendencies, 
and international trade and finance. Part II contains an analysis of 
outstanding economic developments in various regions of the world; 
Part III provides analyses of selected world problems of current im- 
portance; and Part IV contains a brief account of the economic 
activities of the United Nations and the specialized agencies. In 
addition, a chronology is provided of the more important international 
economic events of the period under review. 


Asia and the Far East 


The ‘Economic Survey of Asia and the Far East in 1948,”’ is 
published by the United Nations, Department of Public Information, 
Sales and Circulation Section, Lake Success, New York. Copies are 
obtainable in this country from H.M. Stationery Office, P.O. Box 569, 
London, S.E.1, and branches, price 10s., by post 10s.

This Survey, prepared by the secretariat of the United Nations 
Economic Commission for Asia and the Far East, shows that in 
general 1948 has been a year of all-round improvement in the region, 
although the progress cannot be regarded as substantial or satis- 
factory. More than three years after the end of the war, the ECAFE 
countries find that in no branch of their industry have they attained 
their pre-war levels. 

On the whole, the Survey reveals that although the process of 
reconstruction and rehabilitation of Asian economy has been very 
slow, some satisfaction may be derived from the fact that there has 
been an all-round improvement over the immediate post-war situation 
in spite of political difficulties and civil strife. 

The major disquieting factor, the Survey points out, is that food 
production has remained unsatisfactory. Instead of being a net 
exporter of rice as it was before the war, the region remained in 1948 
anet importer of rice and other cereals. 


Cotton Yarn Production 


ASA RESULT of fewer cotton operatives being on holiday during the 


week ending July 16 (2,400 against 15,000 in the previous week), 
production of all cotton, spun rayon and mixture yarns, including 
waste, increased to 19-15 million Ibs., compared with 17-39 million 
lbs. in the previous week. 

Total production in the 28 weeks ended July 16 was 525-18 million 
Ibs. which corresponded to an annual output of 975 million Ibs. 
against the Government target for 1949 of 1,040 million lbs. 

_ The number of operatives increased to 102,730 against 90,460 
in the previous week.

Dollar Export Board Chairman’s 
Visit to N. America 


GIR GRAHAM CUNNINGHAM, Chairman of the Dollar Export 

Board, returned to the United Kingdom on August 5 after a short 
visit to Canada and the United States. In the course of a twelve-day 
tour he visited Ottawa, Toronto, Montreal, Washington and New York, 
and had many talks with Canadian and American business men on the 
problems confronting Great Britain in exporting to the North American 
market. 

Sir Graham said that it was not possible at this stage to announce 
any plans the Dollar Export Board might have for increasing exports ; 
but that as ideas developed they would be put into effect. He was now 
more cheerful about the position generally, and felt there were ways 
and means which could be put into motion to improve the position. 
He had found a marked desire on the part of business men in Canada 
and the United States to help us in our present difficulties and he had 
been given many ideas by which our exports to these countries could 
be increased. 

Sir Graham thought that in many lines British goods were fully 
competitive so far as production costs were concerned. What made 
our prices seem high was in many cases the number of items such as 
freight, tariff and importers’ mark-ups which were added before the 
goods reached the final customer. 


More Paper for Some Advertising 
Circulars 


ORE PAPER is to be allowed for certain types of free advertising 
circulars under a new Board of Trade Order operating from 
September 1, 1949. 

Hitherto the amount which could be used in any three month 
period for such circulars except theatre circulars has been 20 per cent. 
of pre-war use, or 2 cwts whichever is the greater. 

The new Order increases these amounts to 50 per cent. or 5 cwts. 
respectively, and at the same time increases the amount which can be 
used for theatre circulars to 50 per cent. of pre-war use. 

The use of paper for contents posters continues to be prohibited, 
and the new Order does not apply to paper for pools betting schemes, 
whjch are restricted under arrangements announced in the Board of 
Trade Journal on June 18 (page 1260). 

The Order is the Control of Paper (Economy) Order, 1949 (S.I. 
1949 No. 1506, price 1d., by post 2d.) and copies are obtainable from 
H.M. Stationery Office, Kingsway, London, W.C.2, and branches, 
or through any bookseller.

departmental stores and multiple shops, they cannot be assumed to 
gow changes in sales by all types of distributors. The patterns of 
tude are, however, interesting and show clearly that in the women’s 
and children’s group all the sub-categories were not equally affected by 
rationing. 

No pre-war figures are available to show the seasonal movements in 
sles of these goods and since the war the size and dates of coupon 
releases have affected the trends. Broad differences are, however, 
discernible between the different series. Women’s underwear sales 
have shown a smaller spring seasonal movement than other sub- 
categories and have tended to rise to a peak towards the end of the 
year, but it should be remembered that in 1948 the steady increases in 
price of all types of clothing helped to raise the indices for the later 
months of the year. 
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Women’s outerwear sales showed the normal spring and autumn 
selling seasons which are regarded as characteristic of clothing sales, 
as did those of girls’ and children’s wear. In the latter group, how- 
ever, the peak was very sharp, generally in one month only, with an 
extended slack period during the summer before buying recommenced 
in August or September. 

Dress materials differ from the other series in the appearance of 
minimum sales in December rather than in January or February. 
Otherwise spring and autumn selling peaks were quite distinct. 

The sub-series for furniture and bedding, and furnishing fabrics and 
household textiles have shown considerable variation and the only 
trend which clearly emerged was the high sales in October-November. 
The two series do not show any marked differences and broadly 
correspond with the index for the whole category of furniture, 
furnishings, etc. 


Notes 


(i) Definitions of the various categories were given on page 609 of 
the Board of Trade Journal for April 19, 1947. The method used in 
compiling the index numbers was described in the Board of Trade 
Journal for July 16, 1949. 

(ii) As the figures are derived from returns showing the values of 
goods sold during and stocks at the end of each month they are affected 
by price movements, including changes due to the incidence of 
purchase tax. 

(iii) The figures relating to stocks are based on a smaller and less 
representative sample than sales figures. Stocks are valued at their 
cost to the retailer.

UNE is normally a month of relatively low sales in many retail 
trades and this year the independent traders who report their 
turnover each month to the Board of Trade showed falls compared 
with the previous month, in all groups except chemists and motor and 
cycle dealers, etc. Independent hardware dealers and the radio 
specialists included among them suffered the greatest setback, with 
turnover falling by almost one-fifth, but this was probably partly 
due to the end of post budget buying which helped to inflate sales in 


April and May. 


Compared with a year earlier sales were higher in most groups, 
the exceptions being jewellers, etc., where turnover fell by 8 per cent. 
and stationers and boot and shoe retailers who showed slight falls of

The index of turnover of the independent furniture dealers fell 
by 10 per cent. compared with the previous month, but it was still 4 
percent. higher than the figure for June last year, a rise which com- 
pares with the 3 per cent. increase for the furnishing departments of 


the large scale retailers. 








Sales for the period February to June by independent furniture 
dealers were almost one-tenth higher in value than in the same period 


last year. 





Hardware and Radio Sales Drop 


Total sales by hardware, electrical and radio shops fell by 18 per 
cent. compared with the previous month—those of the radio and 
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electrical specialists declining by 15 per cent. Turnover was still, 
however, only about one-twentieth lower than in January and 
February last and the decrease compared with May was due to the 
high figures recorded after the budget. 


Compared with a year earlier the sales by independent retailers 
of hardware, radio and electrical goods remained steady while those 
by hardware departments of the large retailers rose by 4 per cent. 
The turnover of the radio and electrical specialists was 17 per cent. 
above that of June 1948. 


Booksellers, Stationers and Newsagents 


Both the independent and the large scale booksellers, stationers, 
and newsagents recorded falls of 2 per cent. in sales compared 
with a year earlier, the former showing a decline of 6 per cent. 
compared with the previous month. For the five months February- 
June sales by both the independent and large-scale booksellers 
declined by 3 per cent. compared with the same period in 1948. 


Jewellers’ Sales Fall Once Again 


Independent jewellers’ sales have been lower than a year earlier 
in each month since May 1948. In June they were 8 per cent. below 
the level for the corresponding figure a year earlier. By contrast, 
the jewellery, leather and fancy goods departments of the large 
scale retailers recorded an increase of 18 per cent. over June 1948, 
but the difference in performance is probably due to the varying 
goods sold in each type of shops. 


Independent jewellers’ sales were, in addition, 8 per cent. down on 
those of the previous month. 


Slight Improvement in Chemists Sales 


Turnover by independent chemists was 2 per cent. higher than 
in the previous month. Both independents and the departments of 
large retailers selling chemists wares recorded an increase of 8 per 
cent. in the value of sales compared with the previous year. For the 
first five months of the trading year the rise for independents at 5 per 
cent. was lower than the 8 per cent. increase recorded by the depart- 
ments. 


Toys, Sports and Leather Goods 


Sales of independent retailers of toys sports and leather goods 
fell by 4 per cent. from the spring peak reached in May. Compared 
with the previous year their 7 per cent. increase in sales compared 
with a slight rise (1 per cent.) recorded by the large-scale retailers.

Variations in Sales 


HE VALUE OF SALES by wholesale textile houses in June was 

21 per cent. below the high May level. This seasonal fall was 

to be expected, and sales although lower than in any month since 
January were slightly above those in June of last year which were 
abnormally high owing to the coupon concessions. The value of 
stocks increased slightly during June but was still nearly 20 per cent. 
lower than a year earlier. 

All three main categories shared in this decline in sales in June. 
Women’s and children’s wear fell by 25 per cent. over the month 
while men’s and boys’ wear and piece-goods fell by 17 and 15 per cent. 
respectively. Stocks in all three categories showed very small 
increases ; women’s wear increased by 2 per cent., men’s wear by 
4 per cent. and piece-goods by 5 per cent. 

Compared with a year earlier, total sales were little different, but

Many Commodity Prices Lower in July 


HE BOARD OF TRADE index number of wholesale prices 

fell in July by 1:3 per cent. The food and tobacco index rose 

by 0-1 per cent.—the net result of higher prices for potatoes, 
eggs, and some cereals, and substantially lower prices for tomatoes 
and onions. ‘The fall of 2°0 per cent. in the industrial materials and 
manufactures index was due to lower prices in all but one of the 
eight commodity groups. Among the metals, ferro-tungsten bars, 
copper, lead, and zinc were cheaper, while among the textiles the 
most noteworthy reductions were in the prices of cotton yarns, wool 
rags and cloths, and raw jute. Woodpulp prices showed the biggest 
fall of all, while fertilizers also were considerably cheaper. 

Compared with 1938, the index for all articles has risen by 125-6 
per cent., industrial materials and manufactures by 135-3 per cent., 
and food and tobacco by 107-8 per cent. 

The regrouped data, in which the prices of industrial materials 
(excluding fuel) are sub-divided into three separate categories, 
showed falls compared with June of 6-5 per cent. for basic materials, 
0-4 per cent. for intermediate products, and 0-6 per cent. for manu- 
factured articles. 

As a result of the lower lead pipe and white lead paint prices the 
building materials index fell by 0-2 per cent. 


Food and Tobacco 


Prices of items in the cereals group rose on average by 0-7 per cent. 
in July. English malting barley (weight of 3) was 4-1 per cent. 
dearer, but the English Gazette average price of barley fell slightly. 
Oats for feeding were just over 3 per cent. cheaper, but feeding 
barley was 1-3 per cent. dearer. The effective price paid by millers 
for English Gazette average wheat rose by 2-9 per cent. during the 
month. 

The only price movement during the month in the meat, fish, and 
eggs group was an increase in the maximum price of eggs, following 
the reduction during the flush season. The new prices, which came 
into effect on the 25th, are 1s. per dozen, or 45 per cent. on the 
average, above the old, but the full effect of this increase will only 
appear in the August index ; the July monthly average price rose by 
10 per cent., and caused a 1 per cent. rise in the group index. 

Potatoes (weight of 3) were about 7 per cent. dearer in July than in 
June (when the monthly average price included quotations for the 
last of the old crop), but tomatoes were nearly 30 per cent. cheaper,

Industrial Materials and Manufactures 


The iron and steel index was mainly affected by a fall 
cent. in the price of high speed tool steel, but galvanized fencing wir 
also was cheaper, as a result of the lower zinc price, although later in 
the month, again in response to the zinc price, there was a slight 
increase. Rainwater pipes were slightly dearer, and the index for 
the group as a whole fell by 0-2 per cent. 

In July the decline in non-ferrous metal prices was reversed and 
the Ministry of Supply selling prices of copper, lead and zinc, which 
were reduced on the 12th, were later increased—copper on the 13th 
lead on the 14th, 26th and 28th, and zinc on the 20th and 2%th, 
The prices at the end of the month were £107 10s., £85 5s. (English 
lead), and £63 10s. respectively, compared with £117 10s., £83 10s, 
and £78 at the beginning of the month. The monthly average prices 
used in the index, however, were all down compared with June by 
8-5 per cent., 5:1 per cent., and 16-7 per cent. respectively. Copper 
wire and tubes were 6:1 per cent. and 4°6 per cent., brass 6:7 per cent,, 
and lead pipes and sheets about 4 per cent. cheaper than in June. 
The group index fell by 6 per cent. 

There were no changes in July in the prices of the two types of raw 
cotton included in the index, but owing to the effect of the carry-over 
of last month’s reduction, the average price of Egyptian Giza 30 was 
7:7 per cent. lower than in June. Egyptian type yarns were cheaper 
by 4 per cent. while American types were dearer by about } per cent. 
There was little change in the prices of the cloths included in the 
cotton group, the index for which fell by 1°2 per cent. 

Raw merino wool values fell by nearly 14 per cent. in July, but 
crossbred prices showed little change. The fall of 0:5 per cent. in 
the wool group index was chiefly the result of the lower prices for 
wool rags and wool cloths, which both declined by about 5 per cent, 
Tops and noils showed increases in price of less than 4 per cent., 
while of the yarns included in the index, botany weaving and skeins 
fell by 0-3 per cent. and 0-7 per cent. respectively. 

Among the ‘‘ Other Textiles,’ the biggest movement was in the 
price of raw jute, which, owing to the arrival of the new crop, was

(3) The commodities in groups V to XI are regrouped to give the index 
numbers for basic materials, intermediate products and manufactured 
articles. In many cases quotations are available for basic materials, but 
not for corresponding products at later stages of manufacture; the very 
large rise for some of these (e.g., paper-making materials) largely accounts 
for the fact that this index has risen most compared with 1938. Similarly, 
the greater rise for intermediate products than for manufactured articles 
is largely due to the timber items included in this index. 

(4) The index for building materials is based on a selection of commodities 
from groups V, VI, X and XI.

HE GOVERNMENT OF CYPRUS invites 
tenders for the purchase as a going concern 
of the Government Cotton Spinning Mill. 


The mill was opened in 1946, when imports of yarn and 
cloth were insufficient to meet the island’s needs ; now 
that normal supplies are again available, Government 
does not consider it is justified in continuing to operate 
this commercial venture. 


The mill is housed in modern masonry buildings with 
floor space of 3,750 sq. yards, standing on a well laid out 
site 2.35 acres (7 donums) in extent, adjacent to Nicosia 
railway station. 


The buildings are divided into ring room 71 ft. by 59 ft., 
reeling room 71 ft. by 30 ft., card room 104 ft. by 70 ft., 
blowing room 60 ft. by 22 ft., offices, ginned cotton store 
72 ft. by 59 ft., and workers’ canteen 58 ft. by 24 ft. The 
machinery is of British manufacture imported in 1946 
from the United Kingdom. At present 180 skilled 
workers are employed in two shifts, and produce 2,400 
Ibs. of yarn per day in counts from 4’s to 24’s._ The yarn 
is of excellent quality. 


All machinery is electrically driven and the mill is 
lighted throughout with fluorescent lighting. The pur- 
chaser would have to make his own terms for the supply 
of current with the Nicosia Electric Co. Ltd. 


Water is pumped for industrial and firefighting purposes 
at 3,800 galls./hour from a borehole 300 yards from the 
building ; water for drinking is supplied by a private 
water undertaking. 


Intending purchasers will be granted facilities for 
inspecting the mill and may obtain any further par- 
ticulars and photographs upon application to the 
Controller of Supplies, Nicosia, Cyprus. 


Tenders should be addressed in sealed envelopes to the 
President of the Tender Board, the Treasury, Nicosia, 
Cyprus, marked “* Tender for the Purchase of the Govern- 
ment Cotton Spinning Mill” and should reach that 
address not later than 11 a.m. on September 30, 1949.

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E.R.P. Reports on Iron, Steel 
and Electricity 


HE ORGANIZATION for European Economic Co-operation 

has published a Report dealing with problems relating to the 
increase and co-ordination of production of Iron and Steel among 
participating countries. This Report is now available at H.M. 
Stationery Office, Kingsway, London, W.C.2 and branches, price 1s. 
A summary prepared by the O.E.E.C. Secretariat states that the 
estimated 1952-53 production of crude steel in O.E.E.C. countries 
totals some 57:5 million tons, an increase of 58 per cent. (excluding 
German production) over the 1935-38 figures. Including Western 
German production, which is limited by international agreement, the 
total increase will be 30 per cent. over 1935-38. The output a year or 
two later when existing development plans are complete should reach 
some 59 million tons. 

So far as raw materials are concerned, the planned increase in iron- 
ore should be adequate to meet requirements. It is planned to reduce 
the use of scrap metal, though certain countries will still have an 
import demand for relatively small quantities. Efforts are being 
made to ensure that supplies of hard coke will be sufficient. 

Except for small quantities of speciality steels, no imports of steel 
will be required from United States by 1952-53 ; dollar cost will fall 
to some $42 million, as compared with a programmed figure of 
$166 million for 1948-49. 

A number of O.E.E.C. countries are aiming at a greater degree of 
self sufficiency in steel production, and traditional exporters will 
therefore have to seek new outlets for their products. Planned 
imports of finished steel by O.E.E.C. countries from other O.E.E.C, 
countries in 1952-53 stand at 3-7 million tons ; this leaves some 
5-5 million tons for export to non-participating countries (as com- 
pared with 3 million tons in 1938). The marketing position is com- 
plicated by the fact that many former importing countries (e.g. 
Australia, India, South Africa and South American countries) are 
expanding their own steel capacity. It is estimated that demand 
outside O.E.E.C. countries will not exceed 4 million tons. 

In consequence, a majority of the countries with representatives 
on the O.E.E.C. Steel Committee (and also the E.C.A. observer) felt, 
when this Report was compiled, that the scale of planned increases in 
production capacity was not entirely justified, and suggested spread- 
ing investment over say seven or eight years instead of four or five. 
Other members, however, believed that steel requirements of the 
O.E.E.C. countries in 1952-53 could not be forecast with sufficient 
accuracy for this conclusion to be reached. At the end of March, and 
since this Report was written, the Council of O.E.E.C. agreed to try 
to co-ordinate investment plans for the steel and other industries. 
As a result, it may be assumed that the difference of views set out 
above will be resolved. ‘The whole Committee recognises the fact 
that in any case modernization and adaptation of existing plant is 
of immediate importance ; and that it is necessary to improve capacity 
for certain special types, notably flat rolled products which at present 
must be sought in the United States. 

Where iron ore is concerned, plans are in hand for an expansion 
of output. The main potential sources are French North Africa, 
West France, and Norway, but Sweden and Sierra Leone also foresee 
increases in exports. 

Supplies of ferro-alloys should be adequate to meet requirements. 


Report on Electricity 


THE ORGANIZATION for European Economic Co-operation has 
also published a Report dealing with problems relating to the in- 
crease and co-ordination of production of Electricity among par- 
ticipating countries. ‘This Report is now available at H.M. Sta- 
tionery Office, Kingsway, London, W.C.2 and branches. 

A summary prepared by the O.E.E.C. Secretariat states that during 
the pre-war years the electricity industry in Europe went through a 
phase of development and concentration. But during the war pro- 
duction capacity decreased and work ceased on construction of new 
power stations. Since the war there has been a large increase in 
demand. 

Every country in Europe is therefore faced with a serious gap 
between production capacity and demand. 

The additional power required by mid-1952 is estimated at about 
20 million kilowatts. Of this total new construction under national 
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programmes will leave a deficit of some 4 to 5 million kilowatt capacity 
i 





or about 16,600 million kilowatt hours. In addition to natj 
power-stations, however, the construction of certain “ lets 
Power Stations’’ is contemplated. A complementary pro ational 
consists of stations which individual countries consider as sd 
their development plans but which these countries will probably. : 
be able to complete without special financial assistance, The Y Rot 
plants planned under the “ international ’’ and “ compllennan 
programmes will possess a total capacity of about 7-8 million kilon 
with an output of 28-2 million kilowatt hours, for a cost of dolla 
1,949 million. The deficit mentioned above should therefor be 
covered, but it will be necessary to continue restrictions on “ 
sumption in order to avoid interference with industrial Production, n-

Claims for Royal Commission on Awards to Inventors 


THE Royal Commission on Awards to Inventors was established by 
Royal Warrant on May 15, 1946, and has, therefore, already been in 
existence for over three years during which time many claims have 
been dealt with. 

It is now felt, both by the Royal Commission and by the Treasury, 
that a time limit should be set within which claims, if they are to be 
dealt with by the Royal Commission, should be lodged with the 
Government Department. It is obviously in the interest both of the 
claimant and of the Treasury that claims should be disposed of while 
the necessary evidence on both sides is available. 

The Treasury have accordingly announced that claims under 
Heads 1, 3 and 4 of the Royal Commission’s Terms of Reference must 
be submitted to the Government Department concerned as provided 
by Rule 1 of the Commission’s rules of procedure on or before 
December 31, 1949. It will be appreciated that in so far as concerns 
claims under Head 1, the expiry of the time limit will in no way 
deprive the claimant of his right to present a claim in the High Court 
under the provisions of the Patents and Designs Acts. 


Fast New Air Services to Far East 


BRITISH Overseas Airways Corporation will introduce their first 
landplane service between the United Kingdom and the Far East on 
August 23, when one of their new Canadian-built Argonaut aircraft wil 
leave London Airport for Hong Kong. Three days later another 
Argonaut will depart from London for Tokyo. Both services will 
operate once a week in each direction. 

The Hong Kong service, which will leave London on August 23 
at 09.30 hours G.M.'T., will make night stops at Karachi and Rangoon, 
With refuelling stops at Rome, Cairo, Basra, Calcutta and Bangkok. 
Tt is due at Hong Kong at 08.40 hours G.M.T. on August 26. 

The Tokyo service will leave London at 09.30 hours G.M.T. on 


August 26 and is due at Tokyo at 06.50 hours G.M.T. on August 30. 
Night stops will be made at Karachi, Rangoon and Hong Kong and 
refuelling stops will be the same as those on the Hong Kong service. 

Return services from Hong Kong will leave every Tuesday, arriving 
in London on Fridays, and from Tokyo every Thursday, arriving in 
the United Kingdom on Mondays. On both homeward services 
night stops will be made at Rangoon, Karachi and Cairo. 


Food Investigation Annual Report 


BEFORE the Report of the Food Investigation Board for the year 1939 
could be published, the type set up was destroyed by enemy action. 
Restrictions on printing and paper made it impossible to start all over 
again until after the war was over. ‘The Report is published for the 
Department of Scientific and Industrial Research by H.M. Stationery 
Office price 2s. 6d. (90 cents United States), by post 2s. 8d. 

It takes the form of a summary of the research that was being carried 
out in the laboratories in 1939. Since then accounts of some of the 
work have been published and in these cases references only are given. 
Accounts of other work have not appeared, and some research was 
interrupted by the war and has not been started again since. Short 
reports are given of the progress and results of these experiments, 
including ultra violet conditioning of meat, storage of eggs, storage of 
sprats for canning and fruit storage and preservation. 


BRITISH STANDARDS 


Tensional Steel Strapping 


Packaging Code (B.S. 1133), which was originally prepared to 
assist the Services in dealing with their packaging problems, has in 
practice been widely used by industry. The British Standards 
Institution has for some time been engaged on a revision of this Code, 
and Section 15, which deals with tensional steel strapping, has just 
been published. The new section gives guidance on the use of 
tensional steel strapping for all types of containers and packages. 
Further sections will be issued from time to time ; a substantial part 
is expected to be available in the early autumn. Price 2s. post free. 


Cast Iron Sectional Tanks (rectangular) 


A new British Standard (B.S. 1563:1949) deals with cast iron 
sectional rectangular tanks which provide a convenient means for the 
bulk storage of a variety of liquids. As with all sectional assemblies 
the components are readily transportable and—subject to unit multiples 
—can be erected to give varying proportions of length to breadth and 
de pth. 

The sectional tanks included in the standard are made up from 
2, 3 or 4 feet square unit plates bolted together, giving [depths of 
2, 4, 6, 8, 10 and 12 feet with capacities from 280 to 75,000 gallons. 
The tanks are with external or internal flanges. Dimensions and 
thicknesses of unit plates and flanges stayings by means of tie rods and 
turnbuckles and struts and cast on connections are specified. Price 
5s. post free. 


Pressed Steel Sectional Tanks (rectangular) 


The British Standards Institution have published British standard 
(B.S. 1564:1949) dealing with pressed steel rectangular sectional tanks 
which provide a convenient means for the bulk storage of a variety 
of liquids. As with all sectional assemblies the components are readily 
transportable and—subject to unit multiples—can be erected to give 
varying proportions of length to breadth and depth. 

The sectional tanks included in the standard are made up from 
4 feet square unit plates bolted together, giving depths of 4, 8, 12 and 
16 feet with capacities from 400 to 270,400 gallons. ‘The tanks are 
with all external or all internal flanges or with internal bottom and 
external side and end flanges. Thickness of plates, permissible 
stresses, staying and connections are specified. 

There are four tables of sizes giving capacities and weights, illus- 
trations of three types of flange joints and five fusion welded connec- 
tions, together with a diagram showing the method of staying. Price

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OVERSEAS TRADE SECTION 


Manufacturers Should Pay Personal Visits to 
Chicago Market 


This article was written for the Board of Trade Journal by the United Kingdom Trade Assistant at Chicago. 


The Commercial 


Relations and Exports Department of the Board of Trade, I.C. House, Millbank, London, S.W.1, will be pleased to answer any 
enquiries arising out of the article. 


HE IMPORTANCE of Chicago, or of any other United States 
city, as a marketing centre for United Kingdom exports, depends 
only in part on the volume of retail sales transactions and on the 
per capita buying power. More important is the size of the wholesale 
trading area for which it acts as a distributing centre, and the volume of 
wholesale sales effected. Current estimates indicate that Chicago has 
a retail sales volume second only to that of New York, though an 
important element in this figure is the turnover of the two most 
important American mail-order houses, Montgomery Ward & Co., 
and Sears Roebuck & Co., both of whose head offices are in Chicago. 
As a wholesale centre the importance of Chicago is equally great, 
the volume of its wholesale trade, even in 1939, being estimated at 
one-third that of New York and very nearly as much as the combined 
volume of the three next most important wholesaling cities, Boston, 
Philadelphia and San Francisco. Its importance as a wholesale centre 
has undoubtedly increased since the war, as is proved by the fact that 
many important resident buying offices have been established in the 
city in recent years. 


Wholesale Trading Area 


The size of the wholesale trading area covered by Chicago is con- 
sidered by the Seventh Federal Reserve Bank to include most of the 
States of Wisconsin, Illinois and Iowa, and the northern and western 
halves of Indiana and Michigan, respectively. However, the area 
naturally varies as between products, and as between sales organiza- 
tions, some of which may even have fully national coverage from 
Chicago. It is, therefore, not practicable for a United Kingdom 
exporter, without local experience, to make arbitrary decisions regard- 
ing the size of the sales territory to be covered from Chicago or, for 
that matter, from any other United States city. 

It is equally important to realize that the possibilities of making 
direct agency arrangements will differ from commodity to commodity, 
depending largely on whether suitable sales organizations, with import 
experience, exist for the product in question. The fact remains, 
however, that a representative in Chicago can in many cases cover a 
sales area which is six hundred miles from north to south, and as many 
miles from east to west. 

Generalizations cannot have universal significance in marketing, 
since each product requires separate treatment. Thus, the wholesale 
trading area covered by such bodies as the Chicago Merchandise Mart 
and the Furniture Mart, is even larger, and the special seasonal displays 
of these two Marts attract buyers from all over the country. Both 
these institutions are evidence of a trend towards a concentration of 
selling activity by certain industries and they afford an opportunity for 
buyers to inspect the offerings of virtually an entire industry, without 
so much as moving from the one building. The Furniture Mart has 
1,200 tenants displaying furniture and allied lines, whilst the Mer- 
chandise Mart, which displays principally products in the home 
furnishings field, has 1,100 tenants. A similar purpose is frequently 
served by the Sales Conventions which characterize Chicago, and 
which, when open to United Kingdom exhibitors, often afford an 
excellent opportunity to meet the main buyers in a particular field. 


Distribution of Imported Goods 


Certain groups of products, such as leather goods, furniture, men’s 
suits, women’s dresses, pharmaceutical products and meat products, 
contribute a substantial volume of Chicago’s wholesale trade, but 
whilst, for example, this trade is of outstanding importance in pharma- 
ceuticals, that of textiles is of overwhelming importance in New York. 
It is important that the United Kingdom exporter should study the 
existing channels of distribution, and ascertain the centres of con- 
centration of wholesale trade for the products he is offering on the 
United States market. Frequently, the distribution of imported goods 


should follow a similar pattern to that of domestic goods, though this 
is not necessarily the case, or necessarily possible. 

With certain notable exceptions, especially the department stores 
antique dealers and certain other specialty stores in Chicago and other 
Middle West cities, the plain fact is that import experience is lacking 
and that the number of firms engaged in direct import is relatively 
limited. 

This continues to be true in spite of the activities in Chicago of such 
organizations as the Chicago Association of Commerce and Industry 
and the newly formed Importers’ Association, and in spite of the 
increasing efforts of the Field Offices of the United States Department 
of Commerce to develop import activity. As a slight, though admit- 
tedly rough, indication of the level of import activity in Chicago itself, 
it may be mentioned that the classified telephone directory lists only 
eighty general importers and, on further investigation, it has been 
found that very few of these firms are actively importing at present, 
In New York there are approximately 1,200 such general importers 
listed. 

This means, in effect, that there is a great divergence between the 
apparent import possibilities of the Middle West and the actual 
facilities for handling imports on a direct basis. An increase in 
imports is dependent on the development of adequate import facilities 
and knowledge in Chicago, which is the natural centre for such trade. 
It is, of course, a fact that a significant volume of imports reaches the 
Middle West through New York agents and importers, though it is no 
easy matter to judge, in any given case, the adequacy of the sales 
coverage secured in this way. 


Few Import Commission Agents 


At present there are, unfortunately, few firms in Chicago interested 
in acting as import commission agents, although there are known to be 
some firms operating on this basis. More usual is the importing 
jobber or wholesaler, for whom the imported line is usually a small 
percentage of his total turnover. Such firms or individuals who do 
handle imported lines on a commission basis usually secure them from 
New York importers, and are not prepared to consider direct import. 

The reason, of course, is that they do not understand import pro- 
cedure, and in many cases they do no more than collect orders for a 
New York firm, having no office organization of their own in Chicago. 
Since the United Kingdom exporter will ordinarily think in terms of 
appointing commission agents for the various regions of the United 
States, it is as well that he should realize that a suitable import agent 
may simply not exist in Chicago, and it may be necessary to deal direct 
with a wholesaler on an outright purchase basis. The appointment 
of a suitable representative is usually in itself a difficult selling task 
for the United Kingdom firm. 

In spite of the difficulties, there is no doubt that acceptable products 
can be introduced direct to the Middle West market, and that a few 
initial direct sales to important accounts may well encourage 4 
potentially interested wholesaler or agent. In other words, nothing 
can take the place of a personal visit by a senior executive of the United 
Kingdom firm ; such visits should preferably be preceded by a pre- 
liminary investigation through the Board of Trade, in order to ascertain 
whether a potential market does exist. Normally, though this will 
depend on circumstances, a business visitor should plan to spend 
several days in a few important distributing centres, such as Chicago, 
rather than an inadequate amount of time in each of a large number of 
different cities. 

In the case of an enquiry sent to Chicago, either through the Board 
of Trade, or direct to a firm, it is important to quote prices on a C.11. 
New York basis, and to indicate the dollar equivalents of the sterling 
quotations. Many buyers are not conversant with foreign currencies, 
and are unlikely to bother with a quotation which they do not readily 
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It is equally important that weights and quantities 
rm to sales literature, and quotations must be presented 
hat they facilitate the assessment of the product offered, 
sales will not readily be effected, or agents appointed,

Apart from the wide range of consumer products imported direct by 
department stores and other retailers, a comparatively short list could 
be prepared showing the majority of products imported direct to 
Chicago from the United Kingdom. It would include specialty food 
products, confectionery, watchmakers’ tools, fishing tackle, leather of 
various types, glassware, antiques, antique reproductions, fine 
chemicals, scientific instruments, agricultural equipment, beer and 
spirits, maps, artists’ materials, specialized photographic equipment, 
special X-ray equipment, anatomical models, carpets, linoleum and a 
number of further items. 


Unfortunately, the list cannot be expanded indefinitely, but it could 
be certainly expanded if British exporters were to explore the big 
possibilities open to them in the Middle West. Such traditional 
British lines as whisky, textiles and chinaware at present reach the 
Middle West through New York importers. 


Department and Speciality Stores 


There are big possibilities of direct trade with department and 
specialty stores, many of which are already familiar with import 
procedure. Several of these stores have their own buying organiza- 
tions in London and an initial approach to them will often assist in 
assessing the potential market in the Middle West for a product. 
However, such an approach is not a substitute for a direct approach 
to individual firms on the spot in Chicago. 


It is in any case desirable that United Kingdom exporters, even if 
they contemplate the appointment of agents, should first obtain the 
opinions of potential buyers. It is particularly important that any 
initial sales approach should be made to the buyer concerned, rather 
than to a more senior executive such as the merchandise manager. 
Exporters should also attempt to visit the market at a time when, 
taking into account the seasonal movement of sales of their product, the 
buyer is likely to be ‘‘ open to buy ”’ for his peak inventory. 


The principal mail-order houses, Montgomery Ward & Co., and 
Sears Roebuck & Co., referred to above, present a specialized channel 
of distribution for products which can compete strictly on a price basis. 
An initial assessment of possibilities can best be made by referring to 
the mail-order catalogues issued by these houses, and, by subsequent 
approach to the buyer concerned. Each of these firms now owns more 
than 600 department stores, and only one-third of their sales are 
effected by mail-order. 


Finally, it may be mentioned that Chicago is an important conven- 
tion city, and such trade shows may often afford a ready means of 
comparing competitive United States products and of meeting a 
representative group of buyers of a given product line. In some cases 
such shows are open to United Kingdom exhibitors, and may provide 
a suitable means of appointing dealers or effecting direct sales. 
Convention and trade show information is published regularly in the 
Board of Trade Fournal.

U.K. Trade Commissioner Service

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Trade Agreement Between United 
Kingdom and Brazil 


DISCUSSIONS which have been proceeding in Rio de Janeiro since 
February last between representatives of H.M. Government and 
representatives of the Brazilian Government were concluded on 
August 3 by an Exchange of Notes between the two Governments 
confirming agreement reached on schedules of trade in 1949. 


The two Governments undertake, subject to agreement on price 
and quality and bearing in mind the basic principle of reasonable 
equilibrium in current sterling payments in both directions, to do all 
that is possible to grant the necessary export and import licences for 
the goods listed in the trade schedules. 


The agreement relates to the year 1949, but will be automatically 
extended for a further three months unless either Government gives 
notice to the contrary by November 30, 1949. 


® The schedules of trade between the United Kingdom and Brazil 
during 1949 provide for United Kingdom exports to the value of 
£30,775,000 and imports (including rice for other Commonwealth 
countries) of £33,349,500. In addition, supplies of petroleum and 
petroleum products to Brazil are expected to be maintained at about 
£74 million. 

The schedule of United Kingdom exports includes coal to the value 
of £875,000 ; pottery, glass, abrasives, £1,000,000 ; iron and steel and 
manufactures, £1,100,000 ; non-ferrous metals and manufactures, 
£1,000,000 ; chemical and pharmaceutical products, dye stuffs and 
colours, £2,000,000 ; cotton thread and cotton yarn, £1,150,000 ; 
woollen yarn and tissues, £1,250,000 ; linen yarn, thread and tissues 
and other textiles, £1,800,000 ; agricultural machinery and imple- 
ments, £1,000,000 ; machinery, general, including textile machinery, 
£7,250,000 ; electrical appliances, £1,300,000 ; vehicles, £8,000,000 ; 
food and beverages, £700,000 ; cutlery, hardware and implements, 
£750,000 ; and paper and cardboard, £500,000. The total United 
Kingdom export programme of just over £302 million (excluding 
petroleum) compares with United Kingdom exports to Brazil of £26 
million in 1948 and £174 million in 1947. 

The estimate of United Kingdom imports from Brazil in 1949 
includes raw cotton, 70,000 tons ; cotton linters, 15,000 tons ; hides, 
24,830 tons; coffee, £2,400,000 ; vegetable and essential oils, 
£1,785,000 ; meat, £1,500,000 ; cocoa, 2,380 tons ; sugar £750,000 ; 
maize, 15,000 tons ; rice to be purchased for British Commonwealth 
countries, 15,000 tons ; soft wood, 20,000 standards ; hard wood, 
800,000 c.ft. ; plywood, 14,960 c.metres; peanuts, 8,000 tons ; soya 
beans, 10,000 tons ; peanut cake and cotton cake, 40,000 tons ;

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Indian Financial Negotiations 


DISCUSSIONS which have been taking place in Londo 
the United Kingdom and India on financial questions during Jun 
é e 
and July have now been concluded, and have resulted in an agreement 
the terms of which are contained in an Exchange of Letters published 
as a Command Paper (No. 7760). The new Agreement js supple. 
mentary to the Agreement of July 15, 1948 (which was published as 
a Command Paper, No. 7472). 

As regards sterling releases, the new Agreement provides that the 
normal limit on releases from the No. 2 Account (i.e., sterling which 
cannot be used in settlement of current payments) to the No, 1 
Account (i.e., sterling which can be freely used for current Purposes) 
shall be £50 million per annum for the two years ending June 30, 1950 
and June 30, 1951. For the year ending June 30, 1950, additional re. 
leases of up to £50 million may be made if they prove to be necessary, 

The Agreement of July 1948, had envisaged that during the year 
1948-49 India would need no releases of sterling from the No, 4 
Account, and that during the years 1949-50 and 1950-51 she would 
be able to draw up to £40 million each year. 

During the course of the past year, however, it became apparent that 
the calls on India’s available sterling would be much heavier than was 
foreseen at the time of the Agreement of July 1948. This resulted 
from the Government of India’s liberal import policy towards sterling 
and soft currency countries. After consultation between the two 
Governments it was agreed that the Government of India could 
anticipate the transfers provided for in the two subsequent years. In 
the event, it proved necessary for India to draw £81 million. 

In the light of this development, the Indian Government took action 
earlier this year to ensure that imports should as soon as possible be 
reduced to a lower level. It was, however, recognized by both 
Governments that the transition to the lower level of imports, includ- 
ing the liquidation of outstanding commitments, could not be achieved 
rapidly without serious dislocation of trading relations. 

The whole position has been carefully reviewed by the two Govern- 
ments, and it has been agreed that for the remaining two years of the 
original Agreement India’s deficit with all countries should be no 
larger than is consistent with an annual release of £50 million, but that 
in order to allow for an orderly adjustment of the position the additional 
releases referred to above would be available during the year 1949-50, 

The new Agreement does not renew the arrangement concluded 
last year by which India agreed to limit her net drawings on the central 
reserves for expenditure in “‘ hard currency’”’ areas. It has been 
agreed that, when the Government of India has completed its delibera- 
tions on the steps recommended by the recent meeting of the Common- 
wealth Finance Ministers to check the heavy drain on the central 
reserves of the sterling area, the need for further consultations on the 
means of meeting India’s requirements of ‘‘ hard currency” can be 
reconsidered.

No. 13 (t)-T.B./49.—The Preserved Fruits industry is a protected 
ne. The Tariff Board was asked to enquire and report whether any 
hanges were required in the present measure of protection, and if 
, What those changes should be. The Board, having considered 
— has submitted its report. Its recommendations are as 
lows :— 

(1) It is impracticable to adopt a scheme of subsidies for the 

development of the industry. The question of a refund of 
the excise duty on sugar does not arise. 
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(2) The present rates of duty on items 8 (3), 20(1), 20(5) and 
20 (4) should remain unchanged ; the rate of non-preferential 
duty on tariff items 20 (3), 20 (8) and 20 (9) should be increased 
from 60 per cent. to 80 per cent. ad valorem ; and the pre- 
ferential margins in favour of fruit products manufactured 
in a British Colony should be maintained at their present 
pay These duties should remain in force until March 31, 
1951. 

The rates of protective duties proposed should give adequate 
protection to the industry and, consequently, import control 
in respect of the protected categories of fruit products will 
not be necessary for purposes of protection. 

All the bigger factories should now improve their mechanical 
equipment and process of manufacture so as to increase their 
productive efficiency and competitive strength. 

(5) The fruits available to the industry were not properly graded 
with due regard to their maturity and size. This was a great 
handicap to the industry. We re-affirm the recommendation 
made by the Board in its previous Report (1946) (see Board 
of Trade Journal of July 5, 1947) that the Central, Provincial, 
and State Governments should initiate at an early date a co- 
ordinated policy of horticultural development including 
production, grading and marketing. 

Since the last inquiry in 1946 the quality of the fruit products 
has not improved to an appreciable extent and there has been 
practically no improvement on the technical side of the in- 
dustry. Government should employ for a short time six 
experts to offer advice and guidance to the fruit products 
factories free of cost. These factories should employ students 
trained at the Indian Institute of Fruit Technology. The 
Provincial Governments should strictly enforce the standards 
of sanitation, quality and composition as laid down in the Fruit 
Products Order. An appreciable portion of the enhanced 
licence fee should be set aside for a separate Research and 
Development Fund ; and such a Fund should be set up at 
an early date. 

The protected categories of fruit products should be separately 
shown, item by item, in the Import Trade Control Schedule 
as well as in the Accounts relating to the Sea-Borne Trade. 
(8) The expression ‘‘ canned or bottled”’ occurring in import 
tariff items 20 (3), 20 (8), 20 (9) and 20 (4) should be amplified 
so as to read as ‘“‘canned, bottled or otherwise packed.” 
This will minimise the possibility of evasion of duties as well 
as of import control. 

The preserved fruits industry in Australia is in receipt of 
certain rebates on sugar prices. But these rebates are given 
from a special fund which is entirely composed of contribu- 
tions from the sugar interests of that country. ‘The Indian 
sugar industry should favourably consider the question of 
creating a special Fund for granting such a concession to the 
preserved fruits industry. 

(10) The Ministry of Defence, in consultation with the Ministry 
of Agriculture, should lay down suitable specifications for 
fruit products required for the Defence Services and, subject 
to their quality being satisfactory and prices reasonable, the 
entire requirement of the Defence Services in respect of these 
products should be purchased from indigenous manufacturers. 

Government accept recommendation (1). 

With regard to recommendation (2), Government consider that 
in all the circumstances of the case, no increase in the existing measure 
of protection is desirable at present. Government, however, accept 
the recommendation that the existing protection should remain in 
force until the 31st March, 1951. 

With regard to recommendation (3), Government are opposed to 
import control as a normal method for granting protection. 

Government accept recommendation (4) and the attention of the 
industry is invited to it. 

Government accept recommendation (5) and appropriate action 
will be taken. 

With regard to recommendation (6), the enforcement functions 
of the Fruit Products Order were transferred to the Provincial 
Governments with effect from March 1, 1949. It is expected that 
Provincial Governments will in due course strictly enforce the standards 
of sanitation, quality and composition as laid down in the order. 

The recommendation that Government should employ 6 experts 
to offer advice and guidance to the fruit products industry is under 
consideration. 

Government are unable to accept the recommendation that a portion

ACCORDING to a report received from the First Secretary (Com- 
mercial) to His Majesty’s Embassy at Santiago, the Chilean National 
Council for Foreign Trade has drawn the attention of importers to 
the fact that import licenses are binding as to the volume or physical 
quantity of the goods involved and not as to their value. 

Thus, for example, a licence granted for ten items of merchandise 
valued at £10 apiece cannot be used to cover twenty items valued at 
£5 apiece.

HIS MAJESTY’S Ambassador at Lima has forwarded a translation 
of a Decree Law issued by the Peruvian Government on July 15

Some Bank of foreign currency arising out of exports. 

Following the publication of this Decree Law, the Superintendent 
of Banks issued a communique on July 18 reducing the validity period 
of foreign exchange certificates from 60 to 15 days. ; 

The Peruvian Government have recently issued instructions to the 
Post Offices of the Republic authorizing the clearance of all postal 
ntaining goods included in the Prohibited List provided 
such parcels reached Peru on or before June 30 last. ‘These goods will 
he subject to the usual import duties plus a surcharge of 10 soles per 
dollar’s worth of merchandise. All parcels containing prohibited 
articles which may arrive on or after July 1, 1949, will be returned 
without exception to the country of origin in accordance with the 
Postal Conventions now in force. 

According to a Decree issued by the Peruvian Government on 
July 16, goods included in the Permitted List of imports and payable 
with exchange purchased on the free market, are no longer subject to 
price control. Medicinal products and foodstuffs are not included in 
the provisions of this Decree. :

LORD TRENT’S SPEECH 


Tue Srxty-First ANNUAL GENERAL MEETING of Boots Pure Drug Co., 
Limited, was held on August 9 at Beeston in Nottingham. 

The Rt. Hon. Lord Trent, Chairman, presided, and in the course of his 
speech said :-— 

The past year has been a record one for sales both at home and abroad, 
and it has also been a record year for profits for the Group. Our export 
business has increased by over 50 per cent. over the previous year. 

The net profit of Boots Pure Drug Co., Ltd. however, amounted to 
£627,662 against £679,428, this profit being arrived at after charging the 
heavy loss which was involved by at once passing on to the public the benefit 
of a reduction of Purchase Tax. 

In the circumstances your Directors felt that the correct thing to do was 
to transfer £100,000 from our Stock Reserve, as it was to meet this type of 
contingency that this Reserve was created. 

The outstanding event for your Company during the past year was, of 
course, the inauguration last July of the National Health Service. This has 
led to a vast increase in dispensing and in the demand for drugs, so that 
staff in the works has had to be taken off other important work in order to 
keep the dispensing going. Had the staff been available to fill all our orders, 
our sales would have been even greater than they were. 

One outcome of the National Health Service is that we have all the time 
an amount owing to us by the Ministry of Health of at least £600,000. 
This amount has to be financed by the Company and largely accounts for 
the sum shown in the Balance Sheet as owing to our bankers. 

The net profits of the Group come out at £1,070,434 against £948,401. 
After deducting profits retained by the Home Retail Companies and the 
amount they have paid out as Preference and Preferred Ordinary Dividends, 
the result is a Drug Company net profit of £627,662 against £679,428. 
Adding the £100,000 from Stock Reserve and the Balance Brought Forward 
of £215,846, you get £943,508 out of which your Directors recommend the 
allocation to General Reserve of £44,092. Works Development £50,000, 
Depreciation of Freehold Properties £50,000, Provision for losses in cer- 
tain Overseas Subsidiaries £37,000, Provision for Pensions £130,591. 
Deduct Dividends already paid on Preference and Preferred Ordinary 
Shares £53,212 and 20 per cent. less Tax on the Ordinary Shares £176,000 
and the Final Dividend recommended on the Ordinary Shares of 20 per 
cent. less Tax £176,000, and there is a balance of £226,613 to be carried 
forward to next year (as against £215,846). 

In the booklet which all shareholders will have received entitled ‘‘ The 
Shop that has become a Service,” you will find an analysis of each £1 of 
our turnover ; there you will see that whereas we pay 8d. of each £ in 
taxation we earn 7d. as profit, that 7d. being allocated as to 3d. in Dividends 
and 4d. retained in the business for addition to reserve funds or for expen- 
diture on expansion and development. 

There are few, if any, businesses which trade upon a smaller margin of 
profit than we do and whilst we firmly believe in our traditional policy of the 
best possible value at the lowest possible price, this does not mean that 
every expense must be closely watched as our margin is so small. 

When Ministers at the head of various Government Departments re- 
iterate so frequently their appeals or demands for a reduction of retail 
prices, I feel justified in reminding them that it is their own colleagues who 
are mainly responsible for the high costs of distribution arising from in- 
creases in the local rates, in coal prices, gas and electricity charges, transport 
charges, and above all purchase tax. 

I referred last year to the heavy burden of work thrown upon our Head 
Office staff by alterations in the rate of purchase tax, and I must again draw 
attention to the labour which we have been obliged to divert from pro- 
ductive effort to wasteful form-filling, reprinting, and repacking, to meet 
hastily introduced departmental orders. 

During the first year of the operation of the National Health Service 
there has providentially been no abnormal amount of sickness. If anything 
in the nature of an epidemic had been encountered, the shortage of qualified 
pharmacists would have made it impossible to handle efficiently any abnor- 
mal demand for medical requirements. It is clear after a year’s working 
of the new Service that, unless there is an increased intake of men and 
women into the ranks of qualified pharmacists, there will be a serious risk 
of a national breakdown on the dispensing side. In these circumstances 
the action of the Pharmaceutical Society in tightening up their requirements 
seems to me to be singularly inopportune. We are, of course, entirely at 
one with the Council of the Society in their anxiety to maintain a high 
standard of pharmacy. But we feel that this is very definitely the wrong 
moment for the Society to take any action that makes entry into pharmacy 
more difficult. Their proposals are tending to bring about a shortage of 
apprentices at a time when it is imperative that every effort should be made 
to increase the number of qualified persons. 

This restrictive attitude certainly militates against the best interests of 
the country and does nothing to enhance that professional standing which 
the Pharmaceutical Council professes as its object. 


During the year 29 shops have been opened and at March 3} 1949 
there were 1,261 serving costomers. Priority has been given to enlary;.’ 
and increasing the facilities in our Dispensaries and by the end of the 
hundreds of our Dispensaries will have been improved. an 

Most of the minor War Damage repairs to our branches have been com 
pleted, but we have only been able to replace one totally destroyed branch 
namely our Dover branch, which was put out of action by a shell ! 

I should like to say a word about our Farms, which have proved a highly 
successful venture. They were established as testing grounds for our 
agricultural and veterinary products and as such they have been of the utmos 
value. But in addition they are paying their way as farms, and our cat) 
are winning awards for us at the Agricultural Shows. I know from person, 
experience that our veterinary products and the useful advice that oy; 
experienced staffs are able to give have won for us many good friends amony 
breeders of pedigree cattle and other owners. 

The Company spent £1,564,605 in Capital Expenditure during the yea, 
mainly on Factories and Warehouses, the principal one being our new fx. 
tory at Airdrie in Lanarkshire. This factory was officially opened on Apri 
6, 1949 by the Rt. Hon. 'Tom Johnston. Production in these new works ha 
developed steadily and is already making an important contribution to oy 
supplies of Drugs and Own Goods. 

Unfortunately, the benefit of this new production has been largely offsy 
by the deterioration in the staff position at our Beeston works, where wy 
now have 900 girls less than in 1942. This serious lack of labour is material} 
affecting our sales both at home and abroad. 

Our exports are now about eight times as great as before the war and accour 
for a very considerable proportion of the sales of our manufactured pro 
ducts. The increased sales, coupled with the demands of the new Healt 
Service (to which I have referred), placed our manufacturing departmeni 
under great strain, with the result that some delay occurred in the executic} 
of certain orders. Our policy has been to endeavour to show strict im 
partiality in the execution of those orders. These delays were a matter 
great regret, but I have every confidence in saying that in the light of fu 
ther experience as to the export demands likely to be imposed upon us, ar) 
in view of our developing manufacturing capacity in Airdrie, such dela 
should be reduced considerably in the future. 

It might be of interest to our Shareholders to know that our expe 
business is very different in character from our retail business in this county, 
Last year it was divided into the following proportions. _ Sales of Fis 
Chemicals and Drugs represented nearly a half of the total, Ethical speci. 
ities just over a third, the remaining sixth being Pharmaceutical preparation 
toilet requisites and horticultural and veterinary products. 

Our older established overseas Companies in India and New Zealin 
have shown substantially increased business. Our South African company 
commenced trading nearly three years ago, and is showing steadily increasin, 
sales. It is still, however, in the development stage and is not yet showing 
a trading profit. This matter is engaging our close attention. Our newe 
companies in the Far East, Pakistan, Australia and Canada are alread 
producing promising results and have justified their formation. Seve 
new Agencies have been appointed on the Continent and elsewhere. 1 
our hundreds of overseas staff, British, Asiatic and African ; to our a 
credited Agents all over the world ; and to all our overseas custome 
without whose support this increased turnover could not have been achievei 
I tender the warmest thanks of the Board. — 

I am afraid that many of the country’s present and prospective difficulti 
are due to the fact that the hectic rise of its export trade in the past thri 
years was unreal and unhealthy. It represented only a transient phase 
world demands for any goods at any price. Now that the factors of pos 
and quality and design are once again coming into play, the export driv, 
if it is to succeed, will have to be conducted on rather more expert line 
Neither pats on the back nor rebukes from Whitehall will sell goods 
fastidious customers in Monte Video or Montreal. There was never tm 
in our commercial history when the spirit of enterprise and adventure « 
the part of our manufacturers and merchants was more vital to the natio! 
needs. 

It is to be hoped that in the critical months that lie before us some way ™ 
be found of ridding industry of the perpetual pinpricks and petty vexatic 
that exasperate and hamper us in all our activities. So long as ad 
industry is kept in leading strings by politicians and departmental offic 
we can never hope to see that great resurgence of trade which eh 
extricate this old country of ours from the quagmire in which she is e 
dering. I have alluded to a few of the many handicaps under whic , 
company, in common with most other companies, is labouring. Some r 
are perhaps unavoidable. Many of them could be, and ought to be, ® 
moved. Unless they are removed and industry recovers its ae 
movement and its right to enjoy the rewards it has earned, then we m 7 
goodbye to the high standard of living that we have built up over ™™ 
generations.
